This is a little point that came out of 
our Monday morning phone conversa- 


tion, and it seems as if we don’t put into” 


writing a good idea when it occurs to us, 
the darn thing gets forgotten. 

The Precision Shooting school has 
apparently been scratched, due to hav- 
ing only about five applicants this year. 
Speaking to Allie Euber on Saturday, 
Allie remarked that ‘‘we’re planning to 
go a day early, and those five shooters 
will have us for coaches on the line, and 
we'll do all we can to help them, ‘‘free for 
nothing’’ on the day before the Na- 
tionals.” | thought this to be a darn good 
solution. 

Now, by coincidence, my own bench 
rest rifle was shooting sort of poorly, and 
| called Joe Vinci, a darn competent 
shooter, and we made arrangements to 
meet at Blue Trails last Saturday. With 
Joe coaching me, we changed the seat- 
ing depth, dropped the load, and when | 
left the range that afternoon, | had one 
hot shooting little sporter, and Joe Vin- 
ci’s ego was as big as all outdoors, while 
trying to look modest. This is just an ex- 
tension of a fact that we both know...a 
bench rest shooter in trouble usually is 
up to his ears in assistance immediately.

Coaching, as much, or as little as you 
want. | envision you loading nearby, and 
being able to say, “‘Allie, try my gun for 
five shots, will you?... 1 want to see how 
it groups with your shooting.’’ Or have 
Myles check your loading ... or Seely 
Masker check your seating depth, or 
Rick Hornbeck watch you shoot. We 
may have a half-dozen shooters so good 
that they wouldn’t benefit from such a 
session ... and we'll make them the in- 
structors. Bob White ought to be a good 
one, Gary Ocock another, and we'll just 
limit Joe Vinci to three swear words all 
afternoon. 

| Know | would be delighted to pay ten 
bucks so | could ask stupid questions of 
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experts the afternoon before the Na- 
tionals. Keep in mind, all this takes place 
right on the firing line, or the loading 
area right behind. | bet you get upwards 
of fifty sign-ups, and furthermore, | bet 
you that the shooters and the pupils 
have a heck of a time. And | bet ‘“‘the 
grouch”’ who pays his ten dollars, and 
says he doesn’t want coaching, just 


wants to shoot, finds himself saying, 
“Hey, Gary, come over here for a mo- 
ment, would you...”. 

And | bet we all have a darn good time, 
without anyone having to make major 
sacrifices away from his job or family 
either.

LIGHTING THE FIRE 


Ammunition and primer manufac- 
turers often indicate that they are of the 
opinion that those who handload do a 
less than outstanding job of priming 
cases. It’s such a simple operation, one 
might conclude that the manufacturers 
are wrong. 


_ Yet, we see examples of priming 
that gives poor results at the target, and 
many handloaders evaluate the results 
as some other problem of rifle or am- 
munition. In recent weeks, a non- 
benchrest type came forth with informa- 
tion that his rifle didn’t perform well with 
a current popular make of primer used 
by vast numbers of benchrest competi- 
tors, rather proving it to be a top quality 
primer. A spot check«of his loaded am- 
munition with a primer seating gage im- 
mediately indicated that primers were 
not bottomed in the primer cup in all 
cases and overall, were most inconstant. 
Because this gent has been reloading 
for fifty years or more, he was still not 
convinced and demonstrated an attitude 
of “don’t bug me with facts, my mind is 
made up!’’ I’ve pumped a few reloading 
presses too, but learn some new things 
about reloading continually, often 
taught by someone much my junior in 
years. Reloading is that kind of activity. 


The history of primer development, if 
complete and factual, would fill a major 
volume. We find conflicitng infotmation 
as to who was responsible for Several 
stages of development. The Berdan 
priming method of priming is credited to 
a Col. Berdan for the most part, but there 
are reports that, according to records at 
the old Frankford Arsenal, this method 
was designed, manufactured and a pa- 
tent applied for before the good Colonel 
Berdan saw a sample at the Arsenal. The 
limited documentation | have indicates 
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that a Col. Boxer of the Royal Laboratory 
at Woolwich, England, was responsible 
for our boxer primers in the form we use 
today, along about 1880. At any rate, the 
people at Frankford Arsenal went for the 
Boxer primer, while their contem- 
poraries abroad settled, in the end, for 
the Berdan, 

In recent weeks, | have a letter from 
Finland from Mr. Seppo Hamalainen in 
which he indicates that Lapua, during 
test of primers, is of the opinion that the 
Berdan method of priming will result in 
more accuracy than the Boxer method. 
So we see that the same test and conclu- 
sions are taking place as those being 
made in he 1860's, proving again that 
some things never change. Lapua 
primer is something short of perfect, and 
| might add, shoot group after group to 
prove it. In the final analysis, other im- 
portant factors would seem to be more 
important than priming systems: design 
and manufacture to tolerances of case 
and primer, mixer uniformity and type, 

‘tc. 

Gone, thank God, are the days of the 
mercuric primer. On my shop wall is a 
low numbered Winchester 94 in 25-35 
W.C.F. It’s proud owner of the past fired 
it for the last time with a mercuric primed 
case and without the old hot water 
cleaning method of the day. It came to 
me with the bore looking very much as 
though a rat-tail file had been pushed 
through the bore. This fine old rifle was 
thus turned into a piece of dangerous 
junk. 

Also, in my early days of handloading, 
even into the non-corrosive primer, 
primer quality and uniformity was not all 
that great. Loose anvils were not that un- 
common and inspection of each primer 
before seating was an active part of the 
priming operation, this given little and 


often no attention by todays handloacer. 
It is rare to find a loose anvil in today’s 
box or primers. And we have some level 
of selection of primer mixtures for 
different case and powder today, and 
once found to be proper for our needs, 
can be rather sure that the next box will 
perform in a like manner. Such was not 
the case in the past. The primer mixture 
when examined under a microscope 
would show vastly different mixtures 
from lot to lot of the same make and 
number. 

Lighting up the fire, getting the 
powder to burn, and do its burning pro- 
perly, can and is influenced by any num- 
ber of factors from within and without 
the primer pocket, and will show up in 
the group on the target. The trick is to 
find the cause of the poor group. If the 
handloader can eliminate possible 
causes within the rifie during his reprim- 
ing operation, the mystery of cause and 
time to find and correct can be cut to 
reasonable levels. Often, it’s outside the 
primer pocket. We address here only 
those items that have to do with setting 
the primer off, not such factors as bed- 
ding, loose or faulty scopes, etc. The 
items we address here are given a high 
Priority of attention by our custom 
benchrest action makers and the gents 
that build top performing benchrest ri- 
fles for the competitor. 

First, we have the shape of the firing 
pin, that tiny tip that makes contact with 
the primer. The business end of the pin 
must have a desirable shape or radius. 
Don’t fool around with this if you don't 
know what you’re doing. You will note 
that after a firing pin gets some mileage 
on it, some level of pitting or erosion, 
often caused by leaky primers. The leaky 
primer, in turn, can be caused by too 
high pressure within the case, or may in- 
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dicate a change to one of our modern 
heavy cup primers. For example, a 
Remington 7-1/2 rather than a 6-1/2. 
Both have the same mixture, the 7-1/2 
offering a heavier cup material that can 
all but eliminate primer leaks. A second 
factor is pin protrusion, which should be 
something like .050”’ to .055” but in no 
case more than .065” in my book. 

Anything to do with correcting firing 
pin shape or protrusion should be left to 
your gunsmith if you don’t know what 
you. are about. You can make things. 
worse and introduce hang-fires and 
miss-fires, both of which tend to make 
me nervous as hell. 

Weak firing pin blows to the primer 
can really jack up the proper igniting of 
the primer mixture. This can not only be 
caused by a firing pin spring that has too 
many miles on it and needs replacing, 
and can be due to a broken spring that 
still. allows the pin to fall but without 
proper levels of force. Often, the blow is 
reduced by a dirty and dry internal bolt 
where the firing pin is housed. A good 
cleaning with Hoppe’s will take care of 
that problem. And that’s the limit of 
possible causes for problems outside 
the primer pocket in any of our modern 
actions that we find used in benchrest 
competition. 

Next, let's see what we can do to im- 
prove primer performance as we reload 
for our next try at a world record group. 
And here is where Mr. Reloader can 
really add some level of deterrant to the 
uniformity that is built into the primer 
when it is made: proper seating. 


The method or priming, the tool used, 
really doesn’t make much difference if 
the tool is used properly. | have in the 
past within these pages given a lot of 
bad mouthing to the priming method 
used on most reloading presses. If you 
can feel the primer go in and bottom with 
such a press, then my hat is off to you. | 
can't. If |’m too careful with the leverage 
offered within the modern reloading 
press, | don't get it to bottom in the 
primer pocket. If | feel it bottom, | 
crushed the devil out of that poor little 
primer. | do just fine with the Bonanza 
Co-Ax press. The Hart Co-Ax priming 
tool is another dandy. Hand priming 
tools that have lower levels of leverage 
do a fine job because you can bottom 
the primer by feel without crushing. One 
such tool is the Lee. 

A dandy little reloading tool which had 
the primer seater built in was the ‘‘Pool 
Tool”. | have a letter in my files from Mr. 
C.S. Pool who made these little 
sweethearts that offer some interesting 
history. He made the first of these tools 
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in 1953 and in all, there were a total of 
320 of them in a number of calibers, 
ranging from 22 Hornet to the 45-70. 
They are still being used by a number of 
benchrest competitors and still do the 
job in top order. 

Let me add another item to keep an 
eye on: wear of the shell holder on the 
priming tool. When wear comes about, 
the case head can and will tip to one 
side, and the primer goes into the pocket 
in a tipped condition. Even a new shell 
holder has some level of tipping 
because the head of the case is only 
supported part way around the rim. For 
this reason, it’s not a bad idea to seat the 
primer to the bottom of the pocket by 
feel, rotate the case 180 degrees and ap- 
ply the same pressure again, thus taking 
out any error caused by a slightly tipped 
primer with the primer fully bottomed 
throughout the circumference of the 
primer cup and anvil. 

On close inspection, we will note that 
the anvil of the primer sticks out above 
the edge of the cup very slightly. Tne an- 
vil may have two or three legs. This 
difference is at the discretion of the 
manufacturer and of no importance to 
us. There is an important reason for the 
anvil to sit up slightly above the cup 
edge. As the primer is seated, the anvil 
legs makes contact with the bottom of 
the primer pocket, and as we apply a bit 
more pressure to bottom the cup, the an- 
vil is forced upward into the primer mix- 
ture. This is called ‘““‘Dry Compression’’ 
and is very important to uniform ignition 
of primer and powder. This is one of the 
most important factors in good rifle ac- 
Curacy so far as primers are concerned. 

CCI Ballistics Laboratory report that it 
requires an average of 53% greater fir- 
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ing pin blow to properly ignite a primer 
that is not properly bottomed in the 
primer pocket. That doesn’t mean the 
round will not go off, it means that the 
full potential of accuracy will not be pre- 
sent with such an improperly seated 
primer. 

If a check is made of seated primer 
with a primer seating gage, such as that 
offered by ‘‘B’’ Square Co., you will find 
different results with different combina- 
tion of different makes of cases and pri- 
mers. For example, it’s possible that a 
properly seated Federal primer in a 
Remington case will show the primer 
Cup is above the case head, which is 
most undesirable. Remington primers 
in Remington cases or Federal primers 
in Federal cases will be below the case 
head. So, if you mix primer and case 
makes, it’s something to check out. 

If you don’t have a case gage, you can 
make a simple check and can determine 
the uniformity of the seated primer from 
round to round. Take a six inch steel 
rule, and while holding the edge across 
the case head and primer, hold it up to a 
bright light. A hair thin line of light will 
pass between the rule edge and primer if 
the primer is below the head .003 - .005””. 
This practice will, after some checks, in- 
dicate just how good a job you are doing 
of seating primers in a uniform manner. 

After all the tender loving care that 
has gone into primers, they should be 
properly handled and stored. Every 
modern reloading manual has a section 
on this subject and should be given due 
attention. The same can be said for 
safety. The practice of dumping primers 
from their box into a container is asking 
for trouble. If one goes off, the rest turn 
the container into a real dandy bomb. 
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Ten Years of Progress in 
Accuracy and Benchrest 
Part Ill

Bullets and their improvement have 
played a very important part in the ac- 
curacy achievement picture over the 
past ten years. The first improvements 
came in the .22 caliber which had en- 
joyed a following from the days of 
Biehler and Astles of B&A die fame 
though jacket quality always seemed to 
be the short link up in the chain. Some of 
the shooting and work of Ferris Pindell 
in his last years at Sierra perhaps stimul- 
ated most the bullet jacket improve- 
ments and bullet quality improved in 
direct proportion. There were a fair num- 
ber of bullet makers custom swaging 
bullets, mostly to pay their way to the 
matches, in the early seventies and their 
efforts varied according not only to their 
bullet jacket source but also to their 
dies, ability, interest and sustained 
desire for an improved product and 
result. The good ones survived and the 
others dropped by the wayside. 

Perhaps the next most noticeable im- 
provement came in the .30 caliber range 
again certainly helped by the likes of 
Pindell, Yockey and Kelbly who not only 
shot the big .30’s well but were dedi- 
cated to the improvement of bullets, par- 
ticularly in the lighter than favored 
ranges of that time and they got well into 
168, 165 and 150 grain bullet weights for 
the, by then acceptable, 14’ twist found 
in most group shooting .308 persuasion 
rifles. 

While all this was going on avery few 
dedicated people felt that the 6mm bore 
size was the caliber of the future and 
was held back in its development pri- 
marily by the availability of good projec- 
tiles. Clarence Detsch of St. Mary’s, Pen- 
na. probably has assembled more top 
quality 6mm bullets than any man on 
earth and for a long time was the ONLY 
source of top quality bullets in this cali- 
ber. He too, fought the constantly vary- 
ing battle of quality jackets with Sierra 
as his primary source. It is certain that 
Clarence’s insistence on top quality 
jackets and Sierra’s interest in improv- 
ing them for their own purposes coin- 
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cided with the ultimate introduction of 
the Sierra 70 gr. HPBR match bullets, the 
first bullet designated as match in this 
bore size by a major manufacturer. From 
his superb bullet making efforts Detsch 
expanded into carbide dies from which 
others could make top quality match 
bullets when good jackets were avail- 
able. Later Detsch assisted in getting the 
Custom Gun Shop of Remington under 
the direction of Mike Walker to set up 
and make both a .22 Benchrest and a 
6mm Benchrest bullet which to this day 
stand as the finest factory offering ever 
available to the shooter. The 6mm 68 gr. 
Match has gone by the boards to the ut- 
ter dismay of many a shooter and the .22 
match bullets by Remington remain in an 
‘on again, off again’ state of flux from 
month to month. Never cheaply pro- 
duced these bullets were made almost 
by hand and it is certain that inflationary 
costs and wage scale increases keep 
their manufacture in a constant profit/ 
cost debate within the large confines of 
Remington. 

Much, much more could be written 
about the problems in making and main- 
taining quality in bullets but that is 
beyond the scope of this already too 
lengthy treatise. Suffice it to say that the 
dedicated efforts of a good many 
knowledgeable shooters made a signifi- 
cant improvement in the quality of 
bullets made over the last ten years as to 
certainly rank sixth (or better) on the list 
of ten contributing factors to accuracy. 

Cartridge designs and balanced case 
capacity could again become the topic 
for many pages of written prose. 
However for me to do so would quickly 
display a great lack of knowledge on my 
part and to avoid that pitfall | will touch 
only lightly on a few of the most out- 
standing changes during the period. 
You will remember that we already had 
the standards of the .222, 222 Mag. and 
the 6x47 with us prior to our starting ten 
years, though the latter was yet to estab- 
lish itself as a top competitive cartridge 
for the lack of good bullets as already 


outlined. Thus we must jump to the ad- 
vent of the PPC cartridges in .22 and 
6mm as the most outstanding improve- 
ment that took place. While Pindell and 
Palmisano, the originators of the PPC, 
reaped tons of credit for the cartridge 
design | cannot see sufficient 
differences between the shape and case 
capacity of the PPC and the earlier 
Donaldson Wasp to get the least bit ex- 
cited about. History was merely repeat- 
ing itself. What DID make the tremen- 
dous difference was the discovery 
(perhaps by accident) that the SMALLER 
primer size in the short, fat case gave it 
an edge that the Don-Wasp people had 
never achieved. The .220 Russian, from 
which the PPC was derived, used the 
small primer even though the case head 
size is closer to .308 than to .222 and in 
reality falls well in between the two 
standard American head sizes. The PPC 
or .220 Russian case also sports a flash 
hole several thousandths smaller than 
used in either our large or small primer 
rifle cartridges. 

This small flash hole remains an in- 
conclusive improvement to this date but 
beyond a shadow of any doubt the small 
primer in the short fat case was the 
greatest single breakthrough in 
cartridge case design, at least in this ten 
year period. 

The PPC has two distinct drawbacks 
which have caused many to bypass the 
enjoyment of its superb accuracy and 
ease of loading ability. First, one is 
reliant on brass from overseas, an ab- 
solute abhorrence to anyone of WW-2 
vintage as well as to some even younger. 
The other is the oddball head size for 
which some form of bolt alteration must 
be made. A .308 headsize bolt will han- 
dle the PPC very well merely by altering 
the extractor but a major re-vamping 
must be done on the .222 bolt face to ac- 
commodate a PPC case. Once done the 
latter is a PPC forever and ever. 

In a hoped for answer to this problem 
Jim Stekl of Remington’s Custom Shop 
and a benchrest shooter of proven 
ability and experience with both the 6x47 
and the .308 developed the .22 BR case 
very nearly identical to the PPC in con- 
figuration and with his stature inside 
Remington was able to make some .308 
headsize cases with the small primer 
pockets instead of the normally large 
sized ones. Directly this had been done 
Jimmie set a new aggregate World’s 
Record with the .22 BR and the race was 
on. The 6 BR followed immediately and 
coincided nicely with the availability of 
the Remington 6x68gr. Match bullet to 
quickly produce more groups, aggreg- 
ates and trophies of note both in the 
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hands of Stekl and others who quickly 
favored the U.S. version of the 
PPC/Wasp configuration. Soon 
Remington announced availability of the 
URBR brass from which cases could be 
made with dies available from Hun- 
tington Die Specialty, a spin off of the 
parent RCBS company sold by Fred 
Huntington a few years ago. 


Hampered along the way by the 
custom forming of cases, these BR 
cartridges have enjoyed meagre accep- 
tance sparked only by the availability of 
the 40-XBR rifles in both chamberings. 
Had shoulder formed cases been avail- 
able five years ago the BR would have 
given the ‘overseas’ dependent PPC a 
real battle in the benchrest wars. Some 
feel that now it is too little, too late for 
the BR to ever gain the acceptance 
bestowed upon the PPC cartridges. 


Another most significant development 
in bench rest case design during our 
period of interest, overshadowing the 
occasional resurrection of previously 
tried cartridge designs, seems to have 
been within the .308 family where all 
forms of shortened case versions have 
held forth. The .308 reamer held back 
1/4” results in an excellently balanced 
case of ideal capacity which has been 
dubbed both as the 1-3/4” .308 and the 
7/8-308 depending on which way one 
prefers to express the amount of 
shrinkage that has been achieved. 
Ironically most efforts in this field have 
been by the Hunter Class shooters striv- 
ing to somehow reduce the recoil factor 
of the day long punishing .308 in aten Ib. 
weight rifle. Forced to retain a case 
capacity of 45-1/2 gr. of water prevents 
anything smaller than 1-3/4” length of 
case and the lack of any good bullets 
below the weight of 168gr. has held ex- 
perimentation down in this case design. 
Some efforts have been made using the 
small primer URBR cases with mixed 
results apparently contingent upon 
strength of primer and rate of powder 
burning limitations. Only the cast bullet 
people appear to have benefitted 
noticeably from these experiments to 
date. 


As both Dave Brennan and | have sug- 
gested in past PRECISION SHOOTING 
articles, experimentation further into this 
field is warranted and a number of us 
anxiously await the new GTB .30 caliber 
bullets in weights of 125 and 135 grains. 

And thus case capacity and it’s experi- 
mentation have been added measurably 
over the past ten years to the smaller ag- 
gregates, groups and records that we 
currently enjoy in the benchrest game.

| was at the IBS heavy gun nationals 
this past weekend, and since | don't 
have a heavy gun at the moment, | was 
able to wander about during the morn- 
ing, talking and listening, while waiting 
for the afternoon’s heavy varmint class. 
It gave me an opportunity to hear some 
new viewpoints, and under their in- 
fluence, reach some new opinions of my 
own on how we possibly should be 
thinking a bit in the future. For better or 
worse, here are my thoughts, and we'll 
run them up the flagpole, and see if any 
salutes.... 

There were about sixty shooters in the 
heavy gun class at Council Cup, which 
wasn't all that bad, because in all can- 
dor, the IBS region has never been over- 
run with heavy gun shooters. However, | 
would guess that at least ten of those 
shooters were firing their heavy varmint 
rifles in the heavy bench class, so for all 
intents and purposes, there were forty- 
five to fifty bona-fide heavy bench guns 
at our nationals. 

| will now skip over to the question 
that is getting a bit of attention these 
days, what shall we do with the rather 
cumbersome two 10-1/2 pound varmint 
classes? Shall we drop one... put some 
caliber requirements on one to circum- 
vent the monotonously popular six 
millimeters ... shall we fire with just two 
classes (heavy and light varmint) ... 
shall we move the heavy bench class 
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into the varmint competition as the third 
gun in the contest ...? These are ques- 
tions currently being considered before 
our annual IBS meeting. Here, for what 
it’s worth, is my opinion on how to ap- 
proach the problem. 

1) Retain the light varmint class ex- 
actly as now written, ten and a half 
pound limit, and no caliber restrictions. 

2) Discard the sporter class. Just 
about everyone is firing the same gun in 
both classes anyway. 

3) Retain the heavy varmint class ex- 
actly as now written, thirteen and a half 
pound limit, and no caliber restrictions. 

4) Introduce a new class for the third 
gun, to replace the discontinued sporter. 
This class, which we'll call the cruiser 
weight class for the moment, carries a 
twenty pound limit. The rule book re- 
quirements for stocks of heavy varmint 
rifles shall be exactly the same, so will 
all other technical requirements of the 
heavy varmint class, except we will have 
no restriction on barrel size, other than a 
limitation of 1.250 inch diameter max- 
imum. 

5) Entirely separate from these three, 
the unlimited class gun shall be re- 
tained, with no distinction between 
mechanical rests and sandbag rests, 
and ten shot groups shall be retained; in 
other words, no changes from present 
set up... but it remains a separate class 
and the possibility of combining it with 
the two varmint classes is rejected. 

The technical nonsense out of the 
way, exactly what sort of a monster have 
we created here, anyway? Has this fool 
set something in motion that will require 
us to buy a lot of new equipment and 
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new rifles? | don’t believe so. To give 
credit to the source whence it came, | 
will go back to about 7:30 a.m. of open- 
ing morning at the heavy gun nationals. | 
was sitting in the relatively small, 
covered overhead area at Council Cup 
when John Ventriglia came bustling into 
the area, carrying enough equipment to 
refight the battle of Bull Run. He pro- 
ceeded to set up his equipment in the 
efficient style of the experienced bench 
rest competitor, and unpacked his regu- 
lar trusty heavy varmint rifle, and | 
reached the rather logical opinion that 
here was another fellow going to try the 
heavy class with his varmint rifle. He 
asked, ‘‘Heavy bench fires this morning, 
right?’’, and was so assured by several 
competitors loading nearby. Out came 
the Davidson barrel vise and the action 
wrench, off came the barrel, and on went 
anew, heavier barrel, all in less than five 
minutes time, and all without a single 
cuss word, and on to loading. | wan- 
dered over, and asked, ‘‘What the heck 
is that, John?” 

“That’s a 1.250 diameter barrel in 64MM 
PPC that | had Seely Masker make up for 
me this winter. No taper, just a 1.250 bar- 
rel, with the barrel channel opened up a 
bit. It weighs somewhere around 18 
pounds, but otherwise, it’s a heavy var- 
mint rifle.”’ 

“How does it shoot?” 

“Well, the gun is capable of aggreg- 
ates in the low twos as a heavy varmint 
rifle, if | do my part. When | switch it over 
to the heavier barrel, shooting five shot 
groups in practice, I’m not happy with 
groups that are not in the ones.” 

| spent a good portion of the morning 
watching John shoot that rifle in the 
heavy bench class, and with the excep- 
tion of one shot where he judged a con- 
dition wrong, he fired forty-nine very 
nice record shots that morning, and was 
very much in contention for the top prize 
after the hundred yard stage. 

So much for background. Now, to 
push this concept a bit further, | envision 
a competitor with two — count ‘em, | 
said two — rifles being able to fire in the 
three light classes, plus the unlimited 
class, and be competitive in all four, and 
that’s a very important qualification ... 
that of being truly competitive. 

The first rifle in the two gun battery 
would be a light varmint rifle, with a 
switch barrel enabling the shooter to go 
heavy varmint with the same stock as- 
sembly. 

The second rifle would be a heavy var- 
mint rifle (note that you now have two ri- 
fles with heavy varmint capabilities, 
which is sort of nice, because this will 
probably always be our most popular 
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class). Then, a switch barrel such as 
John Ventriglia had, bringing the weight 
to about 18 pounds for the new cruiser 
class, and the ability to add a couple 
pounds of weight inside the buttstock to 
get right up to the twenty pound limit. 
You thus now have heavy varmint, 
cruiser class, and the cruiser class gun 
should be capable of going and shoot- 
ing quite competitively in the unlimited 
class if and when the fellow gets that 
urge. 

To re-cap that, fellows, we have two ri- 
fles, enabling us to shoot in the new 
three gun rifle aggregate — note that we 
now discard the word ‘‘varmint”’ for the 
three class title — (ten and a half 
pounds, thirteen and a half pounds, and 
twenty pounds). The two guns each have 
a heavy varmint capability. You can also 
shoot in the unlimited class without the 
feeling that you’re out there just for 
laughs, you should be in serious conten- 
tion if the gun is shooting properly. 

Benefits, as | see them: 

1) Two rifles are all you need to be 
competitive in all classes. 

2) We do away with the sporter class, 
which is just instant replay (of light var- 
mint) these days. 

3) We retain three classes in the 
former varmint category, which | think 
most shooters want, the three classes 
are light varmint, heavy varmint, and 
cruiser weight. 

4) We introduce shooters to working 
with heavy rifles. 

5) We bring a whole new generation of 
shooters to the unlimited class, and ar- 
rest it from its steady decline. 

While at the Nationals, | walked down 
the firing line of both relays of the heavy 
bench class. | counted the fiberglass 
stocks of all rifles that were not ob- 
viously heavy varmint rifles, in for a bit of 
a lark. Know how many | came up with? 
Eight, to be exact. Know what that 
means to me? Darn few new unlimited 
class rifles are being built. 

That’s it, gang; the new order of 
things. Three classes ... ten and a half 
pounds, thirteen and a half pounds, and 
twenty pounds. Plus the unlimited class. 
You can cover the field with two rifles, 
and do it in competitive fashion. 

| can really only foresee one objection 
to this idea ... the idea that ‘“‘we’ve 
never done this before.” Hell’s bells, I’m 
tossing out an idea that would be just 
that, something new. We all, IBS and 
NBRSA, need something new to tackle, 
and get us out of the rut that we are in. 
We need something new ... and it just 
fell in the door.

competition...again with the 
same lot of Nosler Solid Base 
bullets. “Neither my own nor 
those of the best custom bullet 
makers shoot and/or compare 
with that lot of Noslers,” he 
wrote. “I think I'll save the rest of 
them for the Varmint Nationals.”

Got quite a laugh out of my ending of 
letter ‘Regards Geo.’ coming out Greg 
Geo. 

The fellows criticising the S.A.A.M.1. 
including you, have not answered. If the 
specifications of the .219 Donaldson 
chamber call for a measurement in front 
of head of .417 - Min. ‘“‘Chamber’ Keith 
Francis or F.K. Elliott Chamber sketches 

. and the .219 Zipper AND the .225 
BRASS is marked .4219 and .422 respec- 
tively — .25-35 BRASS is .4224 — .30-30 
is .4215 ... Max. S.A.A.M.I. Brass. If 
one orders a case of any of these, and 
the furnished brass is as little as .001 
smaller in size in this one area... the 
brass is considered within specifications 
... do you want to turn heads now too? 

It is no fun to make, as | did, 3 rifles in 
Donaldson .219 Wasp using 225 wire 
and have the second lot of brass be full 
max. size... | do not polish any of my 
chambers and to have another larger 
body reamer made up, would have been 


too expensive. So | made up .225s for the: 


fellows, which is not what they wanted. 
Then, we did not open up 700 or 40X 
bolts to any extent and zipper brass was 
off the market. 

Being of Swiss descent | can be as 
hard headed as anyone, and do believe 
1/16” wide pieces of Scotch tape equally 
spaced around the case as needed will 
keep ‘‘small brass” in the center of the 
bore first firing ... as well as being less 
costly than trying to chase brass sizes 
from lot to lot. 

My remark on using steel gauges is 
based on experience at the Old Pacific 
Gun Sight in S.F. In those days many ri- 
fles were chambered using brass cases 
and about the 3-4th time a case was 
used on Enfields fired brass from the 
first gun had no chance in heck of fitting 
the last.

furnish you with proper gauges and cost 
is not a major problem, if you want to 
make up guns that will interchange am- 
munition. The gunmaker that has the 
ability to chamber to the Go gauge, 
should also have ability to make up 
some gauges for his own use, if he is 
making an experimental wildcat by hold- 
ing back an existing reamer for a shorter 
capacity case using an existing reamer. 
Many cartridges altered in this way do 
not have to have gauges accurate to 
.0002 plus for Go and .0002 Minus for No 
Go. Just make these gauges of steel and 
they will hold up well. Drill rod properly 
hardened will not warp too much if made 
right. After your wildcat is properly 
frozen, then, you can have your reamer- 
maker grind up a set of gauges to .0002. 


As well as a set of reamers. 
Mike, how does a tactory check out a 


gun that blows cases? A fellow came in 
here with a 25-06, not made by 
Remington. He had many blown cases, 
one even extruded into the.ejector hole. 
Headspace was 1.941. He had sent it 
back to the factory, and they wrote to 
‘learn how to reload’. The gun also blew 
heads on Rem. and with factory loaded 
ammunition. 

The barrel out of the action had the 
headspace Go gauge extend .125 from 
the end of the barrel. A gauge made from 
drill rod .290 dia. and 2.517 long cham- 
ber length extended .165” from end of 
barrel. With the ejector placing pressure 
on the cases, as in modern manufacture, 
one cannot feel the too tight end of 
chamber as he seats the ammunition, 
and that factory lost a good potential 
customer. At least he has 6 of that model 
rifle in various calibers he is going to 
dump. 

Mike, would it be feasible, for gun- 
makers working on their own versions of 
some of these wild rifles and now 
silhouette pistols to send in a sketch of 


their particular Wildcat to Precision 
Shoot with as close as they can get 
measurements. 


Today we have everything from the 
Winnamucka 30-35 to a 7mm ABC all of 
which is about as descriptive as nothing. 
To get an approximate collaboration, of 
case sizes and powder capacities would 
help the experimenter immeasureably.

Dear George: 

| think | said in my article that the 
cases should be available first. If the rifle 
must take any brass available, different 
rules apply. SAAMI dimensions are 
these rules. Incidentally all of my factory 
30-30 brass is .4162” to .4165” in front of 
the head and | don’t want my bench rest 
chambers in .219 to be .4233 minimum. 
That’s an average difference of .007”. If 
the reamer has tolerance it’s more. 

| don’t think many bench rest shooters 
would be willing to tape their cases in 
order to center them in the chamber the 
first firing. 

The first thing the factory does in 
checking out a bad rifle is to measure 
the bore and groove diameter of the bar- 
rel and check with borescope for wear 
and fouling. The next thing is to measure 
head space and make a chamber cast. 
Excessive fouling can cause nigh pres- 
sure. 

Since the rifle make was not available 
| had no way of judging the dimensions 
you gave except headspace. 

Precision Shooting would probably be 
glad to print technical data and draw- 
ings of wildcats—all they need 
is the information. However, | don’t think 
P.S. will make the effort to go after this 
information. Too much of the effort of 
getting P.S. to print is non-compensito- 
ry.

9) Is the range of money of the lathe a 
decisive factor for these operations and 
what is the minimum required?

2) The different techniques used in 
barrel making, advantages and 
drawbacks?

Dear Dr. Moretti: 

Answering your questions in order. 

1. The XP-100 action is being used by 
bench shooters, pistol silhouette 
shooters, and even pistol bench 
shooters. It should make a good action 
for a varmint rifle. 

2. Squareness or runout of the bolt 
face can be measured with a dial indica- 
tor while the bolt is set up in the lathe. 
Preferably a 1/2” x 13 threaded stud 
should be turned in the headstock. The 
bolt can then be screwed onto this stud 
and the steady rest located just behind 
the bolt lugs. You should not find as 
much as .002”. 

3. The front end of the receiver can be 
checked for squareness in the same 
manner, but the receiver should be 
mounted on a mandrel between centers. 

4. The ring measuring .187” thickness 
is the one replacing the recoil lug. 

5. The barrel shoulder is the surface 
on the barrel that butts against the 
receiver or the ring which replaces the 
recoil lug. 

6. The thread tenon is the threaded 
portion of the barrel which engages the 
receiver thread. 

7. The reamer collar is the stop which 
prevents the reamer from making a 
chamber too deep. It is usually mounted 
on the reamer with a set screw. 

8. If the roughing reamer is to be used 
to make a full length sizer, the body 
should be .001’’ smaller than the finish 
reamer and the neck should be made the 
proper dimension to size the brase after 
firing. This depends on your choice of a’ 
tight neck or standard neck whether or

not you neck turn. If the finish reamer is 
say .250”, and you neck turn to .0105 
wall thickness, then the rougher should 
have a neck diameter of about .243”. 
This is .002’ under the loaded neck 
diameter. 

9. The lathe required for this work 
should be at least a9’ swing and have a 
bed length of about 48” or long enough 
to accept the longest barrel you will 
chamber. After the barrel is mounted in 
the steady rest enough room must be left 
on the bed for the tail stock and the 
longest reamer. If the chambering is 
done from the tail stock center, which is 
the best way, then another couple of in- 
ches of bed length is required. If a tail 
stock chuck is used additional length 
will be required. A larger lathe, say 12” 
swing, would have a head stock hole 
large enough to mount the barrel in the 
head stock by Seely Masker’s method. 

If you could obtain copies of Clyde 
Baker’s, Modern Gunsmithing and W. F. 
Vickery’s, Advanced Gunsmithing, it 
would help, but these are out of print 
now. Get yourself a copy of the Gun 
Digest. In the 1981 issue on page 424 isa 
long list of gunsmithing books.

17105, print some 
books on gunsmithing.

The vacations and heat of July usually 
have their way of showing up in the 
Transcontinental Hunter Rifle League 
standings and this year proved no ex- 
ception. Both conferences trimmed their 
ranks of winners and some very close 
matches were evicent. 

In the American Conference St. Louis, 
Missouri hung onto their league lead by 
eeking out a five point victory over 
Tony’s of Michigan. Tony’s good score 
kept them in third place however in the 
conference standings. Namaka of 
Canada hung onto their undefeated 
record with a win over Alliance 
Nebraska and retain sole possession of 
second place. Aurora, Illinois moves up 
into fourth place by virtue of their 
decisive win over Holman, Wisconsin. 

In the National Conference high 
scores and close matches featured the 
July competition. Louisiana's Cajuns 
hung onto their undefeated record and 
cinched up their divisional prowess with 
a two point advantage over Pocono, 
Penna. while Snow Shoe, of Alaska was 
winning by eight points over Southwest 
Louisiana.

Plans are underway within the League 
to consolidate the shooting format by 
next season, a move which will enable 
the American Conference shooters to 
have representation in the shootoffs and 
from this a true National Champion club 
can be named. With the participation of 
Ledbury, England and interest shown in 
several other countries overseas it 
seems a Trans-World title may be more 
appropriate come another season.

Perhaps to an even greater extent than 
in Sporter and Varmint competition, one 
shot out in the Hunter class can have a 
devastating effect on a shooter's 
chances of winning a match. 

And in the NBRSA Hunter Nationals 
which has the very best shooters attend- 
ing, ashot slipping out of the X ring into 
the 6 or 7 ring can be fatal. 

The second annual NBRSA Hunter 
Nationals will be held October 3-4 at the 
Hub City Rifle and Pistol Range in 
Lafayette, Louisiana. The 100-yard com- 
petition will be fired on Saturday, Octo- 
ber 3, with the 200-yard the following 
day. Elsewhere in this issue is the offi- 
cial Hunter program with additional in- 
formation on the Championship match. 

It is expected that the bulk of the com- 
petitors will come from Texas and Loui- 
siana. Last year there were 73 shooters, 
59 from Texas, 13 from Louisiana and 
one, Red Kenner, from Alaska.

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How Allie Euber Dopes Conditions 


A.H. Garcelon 


Each individual must choose what 
works best for him. Basic principles do 
apply, however. Allie finds other com- 
petitors more than willing to assist 
another shooter in any way possible, and 
he credits Myles Hollister for a lot of his 
success. 

Allie’s basic requirements to do well 
include: 

1. Set goals, i.e., to improve your shoot- 
ing, to shoot a small group; to win 
championships and to break records. 

2. Determination — don’t give up if you 
shoot a big group. 

3. Don’t be bull-headed — accept 
changes when they are needed. 

4. Be observant — try to see everything 
that is before you. Flags, grass, trees, 
may all be indicators of something 
that is changing. 

5. Be modest, and be a good sport. Allie 
stated that he would rather lose a 
world record or a match if it would 
cost him one friend to win. 

6. Mental attitude — be prepared men- 
tally. Just better yourself, and don’t 
worry about others’ performance. 
Above all, try to have fun. 

7. Repetition — be consistent in techni- 
ques and systematic in your methods. 
How to dope conditions is the main 

topic with Basics stressed: 

1. Research with your rifle. It must be 
accurate, and you must have faith in it 
and the scope which is attached to it. 
Today’s level of accuracy requires a 
rifle which shoots in the .1’s. 

2. Flags — There are usually more than 
enough on the range. 

3. Stopwatches — Know how fast you 
can shoot a group accurately. 

4. Adjustable shooting stool — Benches 
may vary in height. You must be com- 
fortable at the bench. 

5. Conditions — It is very rare to shoot a 
complete aggregate under one con- 
dition. You will usually have at least 
three or four to contend with. Allie 
personally feels that the conditions 
that cause the most realistic move- 
ment of the bullet are closest to the 
bench and those that are prominent 
to the terrain of the range. He also 
likes to shoot with as little wind blow- 
ing on him as possible. His advice to 
his son, Eric: ‘‘Shoot what you feel, 
and with the flags blowing in one 
direction.” 

“Mapping out a condition” is done in 
practice or during the warm-up match. 
The warm-up match usually determines 
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how you'll shoot on the first record 

target, so you should try to get some- 

thing worked out during the warm-up 
match. 

Use of the sighter target is important. 
Sight on the lower right ‘‘S’’, so as not to 
fill up the center of the target. Then if it is 
necessary to go back to the sighter later 
during the match, it is easier to figure 
out the necessary allowances using the 
same holding point as you are using on 
the record target. 

Condition change indicators include: 
1. What you feel — wind currents or the 

absence of them. 

2. What you see — flags, trees. Down 
pressure can drop your bullet. 

3. What you hear — others shooters’ 
moans, etc. 

4. Rain can change air density and thus 
impact point. 

5. A hunch — the uneasy feeling that 
something is wrong, i.e., light 
change, etc. 

Check the sighter when in doubt. 

Timing of when to start your group is 
very important. Wait until the condition 
settles down if possible. Use the seven 
minutes that is allowed. If conditions are 
violent, you can wait until the last minute 
or so if necessary. 

When shooting, try to shoot alter- 
nately with the shooters on either side of 
you. It is possible to get “blown off’’ if 
you fire at the same precise moment as 
the shooter next to you. 

It is sometimes helpful to watch the 
shooter next to you fire his group, 
especially if he seems to be a fast 
shooter. You may be able to determine 
what might cause a lost shot, etc. 

Of his personal observations, Allie 
mentioned shooting techniques: 

1. Free recoil, which he uses — just 
touches the trigger. You must be re- 
petitive, however; and it requires the 
use of good rests to eliminate any 
possibie canting of the rifle, etc., dur- 
ing reloading. 

2. Flag rotation — Vertical dispersion of 
shots may be caused by shooting on 
the downswing of the flag instead of 
on the upward swing. 

On shooting in the rain: Flags become 
wet, so a little movement may mean quite 
a lot. Use sighters. Rain in the rifle barrel 
can cause flyers. 

Try to shoot a medium condition, not 
an extreme blow or a dead calm. There 
will be less chance of getting caught in 
both directions. A let-up and a pick-up 


will give you the maximum spread of 
bullet impact. 

If your aiming point is the center of the 
10-ring, it’s easy to shade either way. Try 
to wait for a specific condition, thereby 
eliminating the need to hold off. This is 
not possible, of course, in unstable con- 
ditions. Then you must use the sighter to 
determine the necessary changes in 
aiming points — “progressive shoot- 
ing.” 

On shooting fast: Watch conditions as 
much as possible. A change can cost a 
lot in bullet spread. 

Allie shoots his own 68-grain bullets, 
but good jackets are difficult to obtain 
right now. 

Try to be concerned with only your 
own target during the competition, 
unless someone asks you to spot a shot 
for him or to check neighboring targets 
to confirm a lost shot, etc., or to watch a 
fast shooter either side of you complete 
his group, as mentioned earlier. 

Control your temper. If you lose a 
shot, maintain control in order to keep 
the rest of your shots in the group. Avoid 
frustration if possible. You may recall 
that you were shooting poorly and 
finished second; if you had tried just a 
little harder, you might have won the 
match. 

It is important to try to pick up on a 
‘true’ condition early in the match. It is 
not always advantageous to go to the 
sighter during a group. 

“Going up and down the scale” — 
Allie does this to determine bullet seat- 
ing depth in working up a load. Start 
with a pet load that works well in your 
gun, then set the bullet in the lands and 
mark it. Shoot 3-shot groups, changing 
.005”" bullet seating depth at a time. 
Usually as you leave the lands, the gun 
will start shooting pretty well. 

Low .1’s or .0 rifle is required to win in 
today’s competition. Optics may become 
a problem at this stage of the accuracy 
game. 

Rick Hornbeck spoke on the impor- 
tance of “hanging in.”’ Under adverse 
conditions, many competitors may dis- 
qualify. Don’t give up if you lose a shot 
or two. Just try to shoot good groups for 
the conditions that exist. 

On mapping conditions, Allie recom- 
mended trying to determine the prevail- 
ing condition, then shoot it, keeping in 
mind the amount of drift you have found 
in each condition. If, however, the pre- 
vailing condition is undesirable to shoot 
in, it is preferable to eliminate that con- 
dition and choose an alternate one. 

Mirage is dominated by the wind; but 
in looking through a scope, it is difficult 
to determine at what point along the 
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range the mirage actually is — at 100 
yards if your scope is adjusted for that 
distance? Not necessarily, if you can see 
that the wind flags at that distance are 
indicating one direction and the mirage 
as seen through your scope is running in 
the opposite direction. Try to find flags 
that agree with the mirage. Mirage is just 
a wind indicator. A let-up shooter, or a 
calm condition shooter, may find himself 
shooting in a boil, however, which may 
be undesirable. 

Cloudy, overcast days with readable 
winds usually provide the best shooting 
conditions. Hard winds can cause 
severe drifts. 

Rick Hornbeck stated that mirage is 
nothing more than a bending of light 
waves because of different air densities 
between you and the target, but can be 
anyplace. Either study the flow or else 
judge the mirage based on the displace- 
ment of the crosshairs on the target. HB 
stand shooters depend on the stands to 
read the displacement caused by the 
mirage. Mirage indicates wind direction, 
but where is the $64 question. 

Heat waves off the barrel may be con- 
fused with mirage. 

Mike Walker stated that wind at the 
bench is much more destructive to the 
point of impact than wind at the target. 
In other words, the first 50 yards’ wind 
has more effect on the bullet’s flight than 
the last 50 yards. 

Dan Hufnail volunteered that mirage, 
like the poor, will always be there, even 
if you can’t see it. 

Allie continued, observing that even 
under seemingly ideal shooting condi- 
tions in the evening, you may experience 
vertical shots because of changing air 
temperatures between ground level and 
the tree tops, for instance.

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When your equipment is finely tuned 
and you lose a shot, you.can be sure of 
one of two things: You have either com- 
mitted a shooting error, or else a condi- 
tion put it there. If you are confident that 
you didn’t make a shooting error, you 
should try to find the condition that 
made the bullet go out of the group; and 
you will thereby also find the key to suc- 
cess in shooting a small group. The one 
who finds it first usually wins. 


Excerpts from 


Benchrest School 
Rick Hornbeck 


What kind of tools will you need? Fan- 
cy equipment is not necessary, but good 
quality is. 

1. Cases: American made brass is ex- 
cellent; it can be moved with dies to 
reform. Necks can be turned for tight 
necks. Cases can be checked for 
uniformity of capacity, but it usually 
isn’t necessary with today’s quality of 
brass. To reform cases, the die 
should be as hard as glass and 
smooth. A bit of lubricant should be 
used. Turn and trim the necks before 
fireforming the cases. Rick advises 
against annealing, which he de- 
scribes as a particular temperature 
for a particular length of time at a par- 
ticular cooling rate for that particular 
metal. It is difficult to achieve in the 
average home shop, and it cannot 
possibly improve the case. Full- 
length resizing will shorten case life if 
done too often. Carbon build-up 
varies quite a bit from case to case, 
thus changing the casé capacity over 
a given period of time. Some powders 
burn dirtier than others, causing 
powder fouling build-up — mostly 
slow ball powders. Be sure to clean 
the barrel thoroughly after every 
match. 

2. Priming: Often approached with 
casual interest. A conventional load- 
ing press is not necessarily desirable, 
because its almost impossible to feel 
the primer seat. (Exceptions: 
Bonanza B-1, which uses a coaxial 
system; Wally Hart’s bench repriming 
press; and Culver’s repriming tool) 
The primer anvil and cup should be 
seated on the bottom of the pocket, 
but it should not be crushed, as this 
may disrupt the rate at which it lights 
up and burns. Slight compression is 
desirable, and is achieved by bottom- 
ing the anvil and having it push up 
into the priming mix very slightly. 


This helps maintain uniform light-up 
and burning. If the primer is not fully 
bottomed, it can take up to 53% more 
firing pin force to properly ignite the 
primer. It is important to seat primers 
as uniformly as possible. Coaxial 
priming tools work best. Cleaning of 
primer pockets is also recommended. 


. Hand dies: Can be made from a few 


cases which have been fired in your 
chamber, unsized, in order that the 
neck sizing die will be as exact as 
possible for your brass. There are 
many qualified die makers who offer a 
variety of options in this specialized 
type of equipment. 


. Sizing dies: Develop the con- 


centricity between bullet/case align- 
ment, i.e., neck sizing die is where 
the run-out develops. 


. Powder measure: Has hopper to hold 


the powder, a chamber to meter the 
amount of powder, and a drop tube to 
get it down into the case. The biggest 
single error in the operation of a 
powder measure is the operator, and 
the best way to eliminate this is to 
practice throwing charges until one is 
consistent. Powder measure conver- 
sions are handy, usually worth the 
price, and there are several good 
ones available. Try to develop a con- 
sistent technique in using your 
powder measure. Spherical powders 
generally go through a measure with 
more ease and consistency than do 
tubular powders. If your powder 
measure works rough, it may need 
cleaning, inside, with lighter fluid or a 
similar solvent. It is usually not 
necessary to weigh powder charges 
once you have determined the proper 
setting on your powder measure. 
Handbooks for reloading should be 
considered to be guides only. Keep 
complete records of loads for rifles, 
including lot numbers of powders, 
rounds fired, etc. 


. Bullets: Excellent selection available 


today. It is not necessary to horde 
them, but you might like to make note 
of a particularly good lot number in 
order to be able to try to obtain some 
more of them. This might also be true 
of primers. Buying in too large quan- 
tities, however, can be a mistake if for 
instance something better becomes 
available. 


. Neck tension: To clean the necks or 


not to clean the necks? If neck sizing 
die is proper, it is not necessary to 
clean the insides of the necks. If neck 
tension is correct, the bullet can be 
turned in the neck with dry fingers. It 
is desirable, however, to brush out 
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any powder fouling inside the neck if 
you're using a die with a sizing but- 
ton. This will minimize the possibility 
of wearing out the sizing button. (It 
was mentioned at this time in connec- 
tion with powder storage, that it is not 
advisable to keep powder in a plastic 
container if it is going to be subjected 
to extreme weather changes, which 
might cause ‘sweating’ for exam- 
ple.) It is desirable to have just 
enough neck tension to hold the 
bullet. Some experienced shooters 
have experimented with turning the 
case necks in such a manner as to in- 
sure a precise bullet seating depth. 
This requires constant checking of 
the brass, however. If you have 
turned your cases to .010-.015” thick- 
ness in the neck, and you have only 
.001"" clearance in the chamber, it 
won't be necessary to neck size the 
cases at all. The necks may be turned 
down to .009-.0095” with the in- 
fluence of the new tighter necks to- 
day. On tight necks: .001”’ clearance 
in the chamber is standard. Less than 
that can cause serious pressure prob- 
lems. Tight necks require extra cau- 
tion in maintaining the proper 
tolerances. Neck tension is extremely 
important and should be uniform, to 
allow for best accuracy. Size necks 
as little as possible in order to hold 
the bullet, to avoid making the neck 
off-center by pushing the die down 
over the neck too far. The main ad- 
vantage in using tight necks is to 
allow more ease in reloading. Ex- 
cessive working of the brass may 
cause split necks, off-center necks, 
etc. If you have a smooth chamber, 
the brass will flow down into the 
neck, which is not desirable. Com- 
mercial cartridge tolerances will run 
from .005-.008"’ clearance on 
diameter. The basic difference be- 
tween tight necks and regular necks 
is that a tight neck will still hold the 
bullet after firing whereas a regular 
neck will let the bullet drop through 
into the case. A ring die, the same 
size as the chamber neck, is recom- 
mended for use with a tight neck so 
as to guage ammo to insure 
clearance in the neck for safety 
reasons. 

ADVANCED RELOADING TECHNI- 
QUES (Rick Hornbeck) — Powders may 
vary considerably from lot to lot (4198 at 
one time, 3031, H380). Different lots of 
H322 may show variations in velocity. 
Hodgdon (BLC-1) and Dupont (IMR) 
powders vary somewhat; Hercules and 
Winchester powders seem to be more 
consistent. Record lot numbers of 
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powders, good or bad, for your own in- 
formation. 

A chart by John O’Connor was pre- 
sented with regard to caliber and length 
of bullet, boat tail or not, velocity/twist 
correlation. It sheds light on bullet 
stability. Hopefully, it will be published 
in P.S. in the near future. Mike Walker 
added that the chart is based on good 
quality bullets, but not benchrest quality; 
so this should be borne in mind when 
using the chart. 

Bullet seating depth: Start with it just 
off the lands, then make changes as in- 
dicated by the groups fired. 

Use your hand (hammer) dies with 
TLC; that is, be sure that the case is 
started into the die straight before ham- 
mering it in. 

If you have a question on powders, 
refer to a reloading manual for general 
guidelines. Also, chronographing can 
give some clues in working up an op- 
timum load for a rifle. Heat and /or 
humidity can call for a lighter load of 
powder. 

In developing a powder load and 
bullet seating depth, get the powder set- 
tled down and then make that final 
refinement on bullet seating depth, 
remembering as you change bullet seat- 
ing depth, you also change pressure and 
velocity; and the further the bullet is 
jumped, the less pressure. 

Case neck chamfering, outside and 
inside, is important to allow proper 
bullet seating and improved accuracy. 

Care of your bullets: It is a good idea 
to try to avoid damage to the bullets 
caused by rattling around loosely in the 
box. This can be accomplished by pack- 
ing the box with paper toweling or tissue 
on top of the bullets.

June 20, 1981 


A hard thunderstorm during the night 
of June 19 ushered in an extremely calm 
day for our shoot on Saturday, June 20. 
It was the calmest day | had ever seen on 
our range. A total of 33 shooters at- 
tended the shoot. There were 17 Varmint 
competitors and 16 Hunter shooters. 

The calm weather resulted in a num- 
ber of high scores. In the four shoots in 
1980, with an average of 35 shooters at 
each shoot, only two 250’s were fired. 
Both of these were fired in the Varmint 
class. Well on June 20, a total of ten 
250’s were fired. Eight were fired by Var- 
mint competitors and two were fired by 
Hunter competitors. Chuck Loebsack 
received the ten dollar bonus for shoot- 
ing the first 250 in Hunter competition on 
our range.
